U. S. Senators Receive a Circular From 


the Secretary of the Treasury 


Calling; Attention to the Regulations Made 


In Regard to the CollectiiiR of the Tax— 


Carlisle's Instructions to Government 


Officials "With S4.OOO Per Annum. 


"WASHINGTON, Jan. 16.—The first in- 


timation that the treasury department 
is already beginning- the work of col- 
lecting- the income tax was made ap- 
parent to the senators Tuesday morn- 
ing- when they opened their mail and 
found a circular from the secretary of 
the senate calling- attention to the reg- 
ulations adopted by the treasury de- 
partment in regard to the collecting of 
the tax. 
The circular caused some 


bewiiaermeut among the 
senators 


because it 
directed 
them to 
in- 


clude in 
their 
statement 
to the 


income tax 
collector their 
salary 


for 
the year 1S94. 
The 
senators 


were under the impression that in 
making up their accounts of income 
their salary was.not to be included be- 
cause the law directed the disbursing 
officer to deduct from it the income tax 
before paying- it. 
Therefore, there 


was some investigation and talk among 
those receiving their circular and to 
the amazement of many i:. was discov- 
ered that most likely when the first 
pavment of the tax is made by them it 
will be called upon to pay double. 


The circular received Tuesday was in 


regard to the tax on the income for 
1894. and it called the attention of the 
senators to section 5 of the regulations 
regarding the tax on salaries of gov- 
ernment officers and employes, which 
provides that, as the tax can not be 
collected until January 1. ISO,", disburs- 
ing- officers, who- have beea already 
paid the salaries lor '94. can not de- 
duct the income tax from this, and 
therefore the senators and other offi- 
cials who received over 54.000 per an- 
num during 1894 shall in their fii-st re- 
turn to the collectors report this salary 
and pay the tax. 


Another paragraph of the same sec- 


tion states that after January 1. 1S95, 
it will be not necessary for senators 
and government officials to make re- 
turns of their salaries, because the in- 
come tax will be deducted by disburs- 
ing officers or paymasters from the "first 
payment on the excess of S4.000 or any 
part thereof. It is this that made the 
senators discover that most likely at 
the time they would be obliged to pay 
the tax on their incomes for last year, 
they will have deducted from their sal- 
ary the income for the present year. 
The United States senators, although, 
they are the first to receive this notice, 
will not be the only officials to receive 
them, for similar circulars will be sent 
to government officials all over the 
countrv whose salaries amount to over 
S4.000. and this explanation will, no 
doubt, be interesting and opportune to 
the latter, and for this reason the cir- 
cular is here given:

Not that all people who attend auc- 
tions are fiends who smoke cigarettes 
or work cameras, but there is a large 
class who make a recreation of attend- 
ing auctions as most people do of going 
to theaters. And there is no place in 
the country where this' class gets in its 
recreation with- more effect .than in 
Washington. 
Poor 
Uncle Sam can 


never give or throw anything away. 
No matter how worthless or worn oui 
it is when he gets through with It he 
has to advertise and sell it. The gov- 
ernment departments have ^'oldjioss,' 
otherwise junk, sales, every year, anc 
one can buy anything, from a worn- 
out cannon to a combination safe -thai 
has lost the combination. 
But the 


feast of fat things for the babitue oJ 
the auction-room is when the annual 
dead-letter sale comes around. Thai 
joyful time came the other day, anc 
Thomas Dowling, Washington's vet- 
eran auctioneer, who in his time has 
knocked down everything from a patent 
flying machine to a suburban subdi- 
vision, was Uncle Sam's deputy who 
cried out the accumulation of things 
that had gone astra3'.i n the mails. 


The proportion of articles lost in the 


mails is relatively infinitesimal, bnt 
even a fraction of I per cent, out of the 
millions of letters and packages trans- 
ported mounts up to the thousands be- 
fore the yeur is out, so there were 
over 5,000 packages, containing any- 
where from one to half a dozen articles 
nrcb, that were piled up in the auction- 
ruoras waiting the opening of the sale. 
These were divided into three sched- 
ules, the first, miscellaneous articles; 
tho second, books, and the third, 
jewelry and kindred .articles. The last 
schedule contained genuine articles in 
the jewelry line, ani the '-snide" ar- 
ticles were thrown in with the miscel- 
laneous and so labeled. 
There were 


4,253 micellaneous 
packages, 1,111 


books, of which a little over 100 were 
foreign publications, and 186 package! 
of jewelry. The crowd was more than 
the average size—larger, in fact, than 
las attended a dead-letter' sale in 
Washington for years. It may be that 
shis was because of the approaching 
lolidays, when many people were look- 
.ng for bargains in Christmas presents 
'or their more or less dear friends, but 
lowever that may be Mr. Dowling took 
.n about SSOO of the public's money for 
the 1,000 or more heterogeneous pack- 
ages that were bid off. Tha bidding 
were short, shacp. and decisive, and the 
sale averaged about two packages a 
minute for the actual working time. 
This record was beaten for occasional 
spurts, however, the auctioneer getting 
away with as ma.ny as six packages In 
a single minute. 


The government, while it really ran 


a lottery scheme, in the auction, was as 
'air as possible to Its customers. All 
the packages were put up in closed 
Bundles, and all one had to judge by 
was tho size of the package and the 
description in the catalogue. 
But in 


the case of damaged goods they were 
so marked, and all articles of clothing, 
where size was a consideration, had 
;he size given also. For instance, the 
second package in the list was given 
as "pair of woman's corsets, S3 inches," 
so there was no ground for grumbling 
f the stout gentleman who bought 
them found they did not fit.
